SHIFPING. 


DISCHARGING OIL REFUSE 
IN PoRT. 


SHIFOWNERS AND PREYENTIVE 
MPASUBES. 

The danger of fire arising out of the 
pumping of oil refuse into docks and 
harbours becomes enhanced with the 
increasing number of- ships using 
Higuid fuel, How shipowners view 
the nuisance and the preventive 
measures they propose were autlined 
by Mr. H. M. Clemisson, general 
manager of the Chamber of Shipping 
of the United Kingdom. ; 

“The importance of finding means 
of improving on the present state of 
affairs,” he said, "Hes in the certainty 
that in the course of a comparatively 
few years the merchant fleets of the 
world will be driven by oil. It is 
recognised by all the interests con- 
cerned that oily baflast must be dis- 
charged while a vessel is in harbour. 
At present vessels in order to avoid 
contravening the existing port te 
gulations hy discharging such 
ballast inside - territorial limits 
are frequently reaching port 
overloaded to the extent of 
their oil ballast. This is dangerous. 
Tf, on the other band, vessels have ta 
proceed to sea for this purpose before 
loading. the danger involved in te- 
turning to the docks entirely empty 
is too great for owners to contemplate 
for a moment. Again. the necessity 
for discharging oily ballast frequently 
arises under conditions where there 
is no option but for the vessel to 
discharge where she lies. Recep- 
tacles into which oily ballast can 
conveniently be discharged are accord- 
ingly absolutely necessary. It is im- 
practicable for owners to provide 
these exceptions in the comparatively 
rare cases of particular vessels re- 
gularly between the same ports. 
Shipowners feel that taey and the 
dock authorities have a common 
interest in keeping the harbours 
clean. It is the first duty 
of a port to’ keep itself fit 
in all ‘respects for the reception 
of vessels. and owners are equally 
with dock authorities interested in 
procuring legislation to diminish the 
risk of property from fre. In the 
case of large ports docks authorities 
have intimated that there will be 
no diffeulty in fact about supplying 
such receptacles of “barges : they 
object only to the imposition of on 
obligation to supply them. 

“'Shipowners regard it as essential 
that in ell cases where the proposed 
bill is to apply provision of convenient 
receptacles. by the port authority 
roust be compulsory. That is, there 
‘will be no absolute obligation on the 
port authorities, but where reeptacies 
| are not so provided no offence under 
‘the proposed Dill will be committed 
i by the discharge of oil or oily water, 
Shipowners further are opposed to 
the desire of the port authorities to 
insert in the bill a. power to make 
byc-laws. They feel that every power 
and liability. which it is proposed 
to give or impose, should be brought 
within the bill, so that all parties 
may know exactly where they stand. 

While refusing to accept the obliga- 
tion to provide receptacles, port 
authorities haye pat forward 
no . alternative . proposal —_ for 
dealing with the difficulty. 
‘As it is essential that an agreed bill 
dealing with the nuisance should be 
presented to Parliament, the ship- 
owners’ Parliamentary Committee 
have appointed a sub-committee to 
confer further with the dock and 
harbour authorities. This  sub- 
committee consists of Sir Owen 
Phillips, Sir Fredk. Lewis, and Mr. 
W. J. Noble. . 

Considerable attention has been 
paid t» this question in the United 
States, where a committee of the 
National Board will, if adopted, 
prohibit the discharge of oil refuse 
of any kind from any ship of American 
' registry’ while at sea within a hundred 
miles of an inhabited beach of uny 
or all nations, The American belief 
is that, with such ao law in force 


{similar action on the part of other 
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nations can very likely be secured 
by international agreements. The 
investigations of the committee show 
th&t nearly alt the most important 
American harbours have’ had ‘con- 


‘ siderable trouble from the oi nuisance, 


while some have experienced. serious 
fires, due to this cause. The recom- 
mendations include the establishment 
,of harbour patrols to prevent ships 
discharging ofl overboard in harbour, 
and the provision of other means for

GENERAL NOTES. 


The North American line is enjoy- 
ing some prosperity. Purchases of 
Japanese goods still coxtmue de- 
pressed and the ships on the outgoing 
voyage have little cargo to carry Oo 
the other hand, there has occurred 
an active movement of timber, wheat, 
‘ete.

SOFT WATER FOR BOILER 
FEED. 


As soon as steam turbines took 
their place asthe standard and indeed 
the only practicable. type of prime 
moter for large Powers, engineers, 
hoped that the greater part of their 
boiler troubles would be ever. The 
availability of the condansed steara, | 
with its freedum from all scale-for- 
ming salts cr traces of oil, for beiler-, 
feeding purposes, opened up pros 
pects of a new era in the boiler room. i 

The trouble and expense of clean- 
ing boilers and operating water soft- 
eners were to be abolished while the 
evaporative efficiency of the plant 
was (o be maintainable always at its 
highest value. By care in operation 
the water losses could be kept down 
to a very small percentage of the 
total feed, and 29 the necessary 
“makeup water" could be obtained 
by distillation nothing but absolutely 
pure and soft water would ever be 
used in the boilers.

The following letter, crudely 

but containing a warning 

worth listening to, was recently 

handed to tha head’ of one of the 

Jexding firms in Shanghai by his 

compradore, an exceedingly level- 
headed snd reliable man >— 

“Do you know what Chinese 
merchants are doing at present wheo 
there is not mach import and export 
business to be dealt with? They are 
madly gambling in Stcck Exchanges. 
Many lines of business, such as 
4ullion, raw cottop, cotton yarn, 
floor, bean-oil bean-cakes, cereals, 
native cloth, sugar, paper, etc, have 
bad their own exchange offices 
established in the International and 
French Settlements of Shanghai. The 
shares of these exchange offices are 
the objects in which they are gambl- 
ing. 

“Blenee exchange companies are 
springing ~ up like mushrooms, 
According to advertisements appeared 
in Chinese newspa: there are no 
jess than eight ‘trust’ companies 
which have been founded recently, 
each of them claima that their capital 
is ten million Mexican dollars, and 
the allotments ‘of their shares have 
been fully taken up. 

“When many industrial institutions 
find difficulty in getting sympathy 
from the capitalists, the speculative 
concerns are always in a position to 
meet with their support. I, there 
fore, shall not be surprised to see 
another crisis like that of the rubber 
shares in the near future.” 

A LITTLE HISTORY. 

In due course the latter found its 
way to the offices of the “ Journal,” 
and its Stock Exchange correspondent 
was asked to comment on it. His 
views are are follows: 

While most of the residents of 
Shanghai recollect the financial crisis 


‘which occurred in the autumn of 


1910, and all the others have heard 
of it, it is doubtful whether mere 
than a few understand the real cause 
of that disaster, while it is certain 
that the true inwardness of the matter 
was only known to a limited number 
at the time. : 

When in the winter of 1910-11 
Shanghai,and later on, @ con-iderable 
numter of the outporta,- became in- 
fected with the rubber-madness then 
commencing to affect Great Britain 
and a portion of the Continent of 
Europe, it is true that the sense of 
financial proportion became very 
generally obscured and men who 
reckoned their possessionsin hundreds 
or perhaps thousands of  taels 
indulged in speculations involving 
lakhs and, on paper, showing 
profits of cent per cent and even 
more, As the mania developed 
more and more, wealthy Chinese 
brought their funds to the Tom 
Tidler’s ground of Shanghai; the 
malady grew by what it fed on oatil 
the walls of the Forbidden City failed 
as a sbield to the infection, and even 
the fun ts subscribed for the construc: 
tion of a railway became involved. 
And in the meantime the money, 
eagerly given in exchange for printed 
papers which promised instant re 
turns of 40 or 45 per cent. and sub- 
sequent dividends at the rate of 300 
or 400 per cent., was being shipped 
out of China. . 

‘The result is well-known. In the 
following June, after a few premoni 
tory rumblings, came ‘the first crash 
of the storm, and men who a short 
while before had made preparations 
for retiring found themselves saddled 
with heavy loads of debt, or unsale- 
able securities in place of hard cash, 
But the end was not yet. 

Even as the scalpel of the surgeon 
may reveal a barely suspected abcess, 
or the lighting flash a hidden danger, 
so did the events just related expose 
the rotten’ spot io banking 
system.

MR. EOURCHIER*TELLS HAIR RAISING 
STORY. 


Much interest has been awakened ° 
in bearded circles by the great value . 
set on his beard by Chester, the chief . 


at the Royal Palace Hotel, and the 
still higher price put on his own beard 
by Mr. Willie Clarkson. 

Another astonishing instance of 
the value of beards on occasion was 
given by Mr. Arthur Bourchier to a 
Daily Chronicle representative “the 
other day. 

Mr. Bourchier, now playing in 
The Safety Match, told the story of 
his strange adventure with a beard 
which he grew for the part of Henry 
Vu.

To my intense 
horror I found on plucking the growth 
afterwards inthe mirrorthat the beard 
had turned green. It must have been 
the action of the sea water on the 
chemicals. In consternation J rushed 
up to London by the next train, feel- 
ing and acting like a man who had 
committed a great crime.

The curious thing about the theft 
{sJthat neither play has ever been 
printed. Only the author's copy, 
the prompt copy and the actors’ 
separate parts are known to exist, 
and the authors allege .that the 
thieves were shorthand writers who 
attended the performances and 
made complete notes not only of 
the text but of all the business. 
Then they sent the text to Greece, 
where the plays were im- 
mediately staged, and from which 
they were carried to Constantinople 
and Egypt and played successfully in 
French. 

How they. are going to stop per: 
formances of the plays and 
collect the fees for the authors is now 
puzzling the Judges in charge of 
the case. :
